issued by John P. Reo, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, relative to the observance of Memo- 
rial Day: 


May sotli, 1888, will mark the twentieth annual 


recurrence of Memorial Day, a day set apart 
by the people of a renewed and perpetuated 
Union in remembrance of those who, in life, 
offered all in defense of the National integrity 
and honor. Although originally Instituted by 
the Grand Army of the Republic, as a means of 
strengthening and preserving the fraternal ties 
incident to our union of purpose and effort in a 
a nol)le cause, the beautiful ceremonial born of 
our comradeship lias been so widely adopted 
by the loyal hearts of the land that Memorial 
Day has become a great National festival in 
which tender memories and patriotic purposes 
rule the hour. 


The spirit and customs of our order Impose 


upon aimcomrades the duty of participating in 
the public recognition of the tlay. So far as 
practicable the usual avocations will be sus- 
pended and the occasion marked by some ap- 
propriate observance. Though legally a holiday 
lu many departments, it Is to bo jealously 
guarded from all appearance of merry-making 
and from all forms of frivolous or undiguilled 
behavior. Lot it not be forgotten that our com- 
rades dead were earnest, manly men, who vol- 
untarily faced death tor a cause worthy of the 
sacrifice. 


Wherever practicable, 1'oats are directed to 


attend divine worship in bodies on the Sabbath 
preceding Memorial Day. The clergy arc in- 
vited to facilitate such attendance and to so or- 
der the services of the day as to promote gen- 
eral public interest In the coming anniversary. 
Let all known graves of the men who fought 
for tho Union, on land or sea, be marked by tho 
pure blossoms of spring, which in all tongues 
speak the language of gratitude and love. Let 
the people be assembled for special memorial 
services where eloquence and song shall unite 
to teach and exemplify the duties and rewards 
of patriotism; and so may "the better angels of 
our nature," touching "the tender chords of 
memory which stretch from every battle Held 
and patriot grave to every living heart and 
hearthstone all over this broad land," so swell 
tho chorus of the Union that no discord shall 
ever again mar its glorious harmonies.

A Suggestion. 


EDITOHS REPDBMOAN—I see by 1he 


expressions of the people of Decatur 
they are disappointed in having the old 
tabernacle taken away from the public 
use, for it leaves Decatur destitute of 
any suitable place for largo gatherings 
to serve the masses. It is well known 
that the tabernacle could not be made 
self-sustaining for public use, and bo 
so constructed that it could be used for 
all kinds of meetings, shows, and kept as 
attractive as wauld cater to the public 
and pay running expenses and give satis- 
faction to the public. The agitation of 
erecting another tabernacle by the peo- 
ple is now before the public; and as I 
have had something to do with enter- 
tainments at the tabernacle and realize 
the want ot another suitable place to 
accommodate the masses, I would sug- 
gest that the Lincoln Square be con- 
verted into a site for a city hall, made 
round, two stories high, with a basement, 
tho city offices on the second floor, and 
city hall on the first floor; so arranged 
that it could be used for all purposes; 
mode with proper stage and scenery for 
all ordinary uses—the building to be so 
constructed that it can be well ventilated 
and would be an ornament to the city, 
controlled by the city council in connec- 
tion with trustees to represent outside 
capital. It seems very important that 
something should be done towards secur- 
ing such a building^this summer that 
would serve the public. The building 
can be so constructed with galleries as 
to hold three to five thousand people, 
with electric tower on top; if the citizens 
join with the city authorities, the build- 
ing can be built so as to serve the public 
interest and have the city offices all to- 
gether.

John C. Ualhouu's boarding 
house has been torn down to make room for 
the new Nutioual library, and tho historic- 
haunts of the statesmen of the past will have 
BOOH passed into the Forgotten. 


A few days ago the old mansion on Kalo- 


rama Heights above Washington was sold at 
auction for SS75. Hundreds of gvailurs are 
now at work on this old estate, which was 
the upted homo of thu diplomatic poet Bar 
low In Jtfterson's day, and tuure is a resolu- 
tion liefbro congress proposing to turn into a 
tunnel the stream which runs through it 
upon which Robert Fulton mado Ills first ex- 
periment* with the steuinlxmt. The property

It lies on the very

residences of the capital. It now contains 
ninety-one acres, and the most of it will be

Joel Barlow, who owned this property in 


1800, was one of the most noted men of Revo- 
lutionary days. He was the poet laureate of 
1800, 
and hte "Vision of Columbus," his 


"Hasty Pudding," and his version of Watts' 
Psalms, bad given him an international 
reputation. His poems were quoted In the 
drawing rooms of Europe as they were In the 
wilds of America, and he had the close friend- 
ship of the noted men of his time. George 
Washington and he used to hobnob together, 
and Jefferson often put his legs under Bar- 
low's mahogany. Aaron Burr and ho sharp- 
ened their wits by conversational battles, 
and he and Ben Franklin were Intimate 
friends at Paris. Monroe, Madison and Cloy 
delighted to stop with him, and Tom Paine, 
the Infidel, was entertained at his bouse. 


The son of a Connecticut farmer, he was 


just 50 years old when he built this mansion 
at Washington. He had been attending Yale 
college during the Revolution, and had gone 
forth during his vacations to fight with the 
»rmy. 
After he had graduated he studied 


AiOlogy and went into the army as chaplain, 
iiid he showed hia religious turn in writing a 
version of Watts' hymns, which was adopted 
by the Baptist church of Connecticut. 
At 


this same time Oliver Arnold, a cousin of 
Benedict Arnold, was noted as a poet, and he 
and Barlow were introduced to each other. 
Barlow said to Arnold: 


"1 understand you are a poet, and I would 


like to have you write me off hand a speci- 
men of your work."

ately wrote the Bovcro out nt Barlow's version 
of Watts: 


V'ou'vo proved yourself a sinful creotur, 
You've munlureil Wutts aud split his meter; 
You've tried (.ho Word of Clod to alter, 
And for your palua deserve the hulterl 


It was the "Columbiad" tliat made Bar- 


low famous, though the poom is almost for- 
gotten now. He wrote it In 1787, and Rob- 
ert Fulton aftunvard published a costly edi- 
tion of It. Barlow's "Hasty Puddiug" was 
dedicated to Murtuu Washington, and it wan 
perhaps tho most popular poom ho wrote. 
Ho was inado, al'tor tho publication of his 
"Vision of Columbus," agent of the Scioto 
ljuid company, who owned 3,500,000 acres 
of land in Ohio, and was sent by them to 
fSurope to engineer the sales there. 
The 


company turned out to bo fraud, but Barlow 
remained in Ijondon to study. Washington 
iniulo him United States consul at Algiers, 
aud he then eamo back to Washington and 
built this big house which has just been sold. 
Uo was afterward mado minister to France 
by Madison, and while there some urgent 
diplomatic matter required nn Interview 
with Napoleon Bonaparte, who was then 
on hla campaign In Russia. Barlow was 
not well, and it was winter. Ho started in a 
carriage through the snow to go to Bona- 
paj-te, but took cold and died on the way. 
He now lies under the sod of Poland, and it 
Is a curious thing that both he and John 
Howard Payne died abroad. 


Btanding on tho front steps of Barlow's 


house today, you can see among tho trees 
across the creek in Oak Hill cemetery the 
monument of John Howard Payno which 
the millionaire Corcoran erected, and under 
which the dust and all that remains of tho 
author of "Home, Sweet Home," Is buried. 


Barlow's wife died here at Kalorama. Sho 


was a sister of the old bachelor United States 
senator, Baldwin, of Georgia, and since her 
death this old house has had a varied history. 
During the late war it was used as a hospital, 
and a Ore broke out and burned its interior 
to the ground. Its walls are today, how- 
ever, as solid as the base of the Washington 
monument. It has about twenty-five rooms, 
and is surrounded by forest trees. 


The old Barlow vault Btill stands in these 


grounds, though it will probably have to be 
cut away, and it was in this vault that Com- 
modore Decatur was put after his duel with 
Barren, at Bladensburg, in 1820. Decatur 
was then living In a flna, old fashioned house 
at the corner of H street and Lafayottn 
place, which Is now occupied by Gen. Beail. 
He was brought home when ho died, and 
after the funeral Mrs. Decatur moved to 
Kalorama, so that she could visit this vault 
dolly, and she did this until she went away 
from tho city, and I think Decatur's remains 
wuro taken away at the same timo. 


After Mrs. Barlow died this estate was 


held by Mrs. Bomford, tho wife of CoL Bom- 
ford, who invented tho celebrated Columbiad 
gun used for bombs during the war of 1813. 
There is ijnite a romance connected with this 
ni:in's coining into Kalorama. He got it, as 


through bis wife, and Mrs. Bomford

Admiral Rodgers built upon It, and he 


rented the house to Chief Justice Taney, who 
lived in It while he was Jackson's secretary 
of tho treasury. In Tyler's time John Spen- 
cer, a member of his cabinet, lived In It, and 
Gen. 
Belknap occupied it while h» wa» 


Grant's secretary of war. It was years ago 
a club house, and in it the noted colored ca- 
terer Wormley did some of his first cook- 
ing. Seward occupied it when he was secre- 
tary of state, and it hag seen tragedy and 
comedy day after day since it began to be. 
Of late years it has been occupied bjr govern- 
ment offices, and it is not improbable that a 
big government building may some day go 
up on its eito. 


It was In this house that Key was carried 


after he was shot by Sickles, and it was In 
Lafayette square, just opposite, where he 
used to sit and wave his handkerchief at Mrs. 
Sickles, who watched for him out of the 
second story windows of the house which is 
now occupied by "Washington McLean, on the 
other side of the square. If Gen. Sickles was 
not present she would signal back that the 
coast was clear, and ft was in this wny that 
one of tho most famous intrigues of our his- 
tory was carried on. Then the trees In 
Lafayette were small, and the signaling could 
be. easily understood. Now they are larger, 
and it would bo almost impossible to carry 
on such nn intercourse, 


Mrs. Sickles was tho daughter of an Italian 


music muster of New York, and she was one 
of tho most beautiful women of her day. She 
was only Hi years old when Sickles married 
her. 
Ho wa-i wealthy, and he spared no 


money in hia fashionable life here. 
The 


Sickles house sold sorno few years ago for 
$07,000. Tho Spanish embassy paid not long 
ago $8,000 a year rent for it. It was very 
finely furnished, and Mrs. Sickles hod all 
that money could buy. Barton Key was ono 
of the young bloods of Washington, the 
nephew of Chief Justice Taney, anil the 
son of tho author of "The Star Spangled 
Banner." He had tho entree to every society.' 
He had a wife at Baltimore, but this did not 
interfere with his falling in love with Mrs. 
Sickles. Ho was fine looking and cultured, 
and his love was apparently reciprocated. 
Tho Intrigue was carried on for months be- 
foro Gen. Sickles suspected it. It became so 
opon, however, that he discovered that some- 
thing wan wrong, and he found that Key and 
Mrs. Sicklea wore in tho habit of frequenting 
a little liouso on Fifteenth street, in a negro 
neighborhood. He investigated the matter 
and fouud that Key had rented the house for 
purpose. The story told -is as follows, and the 
date of tho scandal was 1859:

day of that year Barton Key and Mra. 
Sickles, after going through this system of 
signals, loft tbo Sickles house together, went 
to the house on Fifteenth street and remained 
there two hours. That night Sickles charged 
his wife with her guilt, and she broke down 
and confessed. Sickles mode her write out 
her confession, and it was signed In the pres- 
ence of witnesses. This was between Friday 
and Sunday, and Barton Key knew nothing 
of what was going on. Gen. Sickles was on 
this day walkingdown Pennsylvania avenue, 
and he saw Key again signaling his bouse. 
He went to meet him, andthey met just near 
this old Seward mansion. Key put out his 
hand and said: "How ore yon, Mr. BlcklesT 


Gen. Sickles refused to tike the hand; but, 


drawing himself up, he soldi 


"You have dishonored m^rhome and my 


family, and you must die!" 


He hereupon drew a revolver, and Key 


threw up his anns and begged him not to 
shoot. Gen. Sickles fired, and the ball lodged 
in Key's groin. Key staggered against a 
tree, which has since been cut down nnd car- 
ried away for relics, and Sickles shot .him 
again iuul again, and Key cried "Murder!* 
as ho fell. Gen. hicklcs let him lie and walked 
away,; say ing, so it is reported: "1 think, the 
scoundrel is de^ul." He was arrested that 
night and tried, nud the history of the case 
was road by tho whole country at tbo timo. 
No jury troultl convict a man on such a 
charge, and Sickles was of course freed. ' He 
nwle himself a reputation In the late war, 
He has since becu minister to Spain.
